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The Applicant argues that the combined references of Alam (U.S. Patent 6,324,544) and Champagne (U.S. Patent Pub. 2005/0086199) 
teach a totally different solution from the subject matter recited in the independent claims of the present application. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The Examiner is given the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claimed language. In addition, the Applicant 
argues that the prior art of record does not teach the entities being information a field designed or meant to contain between the first 
electronic device and a second electronic device are syncronized on the basis of at least one selected category of fields. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The Examiner refers to the use of (Personal Information Management) applications that is cited in the prior art of 
record. An ordrinary person skilled in the art understands that when using a PIM application that it is clearly obvious that syncronization 
between at least two devices would take place on the bases of at least one selected category of fields. This concept is taught clearly and 
at the minimum suggested throughout the prior art of record, either alone or in combination.
